A. TOe Birth and EatabllshMnt of the 66th Fighter Air Division* 

Although the Mngarion Air Foroo already had a wiwad regiaant at 
SZ^’TKIRALTSEABADJA airfield (4730HA758B) and the 25th Fighter Air Division already 
exlatedf the establidhMnt of the 66th FAD in 1951 neant the birth of the first 


actual eonbat unit of the Hungarian Air Fores* The nixsd ragia«nt at 
SZEfTTKlRALISZABADJA oould only be oonsidersd ss the place of origin for the first 
ooiuoanders and pilots of the various Hungarian Air Force (HAP) units* Actually* 
this regiasnt had bean an initial training unit wherd all VM II aircraft ehlch uere 


still useable were flown to their death* These aircraft were "aaall* and "large* 
ARATX)»o, mJEKKF:R»s, ZRIK-385*a, TAK.9*o* and the like. Flying tiaining | 

was accomplished here and this was also the Iseatlon 
where the old technical pereonnel (eadre-ewchaniea* etc.) trained the new aircraft 
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tachniciana.

Ttw 66th FAD WM ••UbllflhMl In 1991 at KUKKADAHAS alrflnld (4726K/2047E). 

This airfinld vas tha firat to hava a mora or laaa oomplata and uaaabla eonorata 
nmaay. Aoaordlnff to tha original plana it waa to ba a bonbar airflald with two (2) 
ot^erata runwayaf ona for taka-off, and tha othar for landing. In 1951 ona of tha 
runwasra %<aa eonplatad, along witlm only thoaa taxi 1 atripa trhieh wara abaolutaly 
naeaaaary for alrfiald oparationa. Runway diaanaiona %#ara 2,600 by 80 aatars and

tha runway* a diraetion (in MAauXk) waa fron 95 dagraaa toward 235 dagraaa. Thia 
dlraotion waa wall ehoaan, for it waa that of the praraillng wlnda in thia area 
for 350 daya out of tha year. Tha old raiway, which had baan built by tha Qanwna, 
waa atill there, about forty (W) natara north of tha new onof tha two nunwaya f 
parallalad aaah other. In 1951 the naoaaaary buildinga and faoilltlaa wara alao 
oomplatad to auoh an extant that tha 66th Dirlaion eould now ba aetiratad. 
Fatabliahawnt of tha diviaion waa oonaidarad auoh an laportant atap that KUNMADARAS 
airflald waa viaitad on wore than ona oeoaoion by Oanaral FARKAS, MIHALT, tha MU 
;^inlatar of Military affaire, and by tha foraar Prlne Kinlatar of Hungary, RAKOSI, 
FATTAS. Fatgjbliahnant of tha dirialon waa eoaplatad ahead of aohedula. Priaa 
notivaticm for thia waa tha report that tha M10->15'a intended for the equipping of 
thia dlTiaion ware to be dalirered within a abort period. At thia tiwa tha degree 
of paraonnal training waa of aaoondary iaportanoa. Tha wain thing waa that tha 
personnel ahould ba aaaes^led into a dlviaion for tha reeeipt of tha M10»15*a frow 
the USSR. Organiaatlon and eatabliahnent of a dlYialon staff was the initial 
eoneami therefore, this was aeooafdiahed early in 1951. Offiears, RC0*a, and 
enlisted men ware billeted in half-finishad quarters and barraoks eren before the 
official aecaptanca of tha Installation. Plumbing in wash r oo a w and latrines was 
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not 7 «t eoHMwtodi Uio only a ww i ttnl i lo drinking wtor arttllablo on th« installation 
was in the neat hall* plus that whieh personnal oould obtain fron other eoureaa 
and which they had to boil. Pereonnel eoadng fron nore cultured cnvironMmte than 
this were wctrewely dieeatlsfled with the priadtive living eonditione. The 
renoteneee of the nearest town* I KARCAO (4719N/2055E}» which %iae about slateen (16) 
kiloaeters away* coupled with the lack of tranaportation to the town* only added 
to this discontent. Inhabitants of the neaiby village of KUKHADARAS showed a 
prcmounced hostility toward the soldiers for two (2) reasonei 

1. The labor battalimie who built the airfield proved to be a nuisance. 

2. The ATH (internal security piliss} had noved several of the villagers 
out of their hoa»s and had sent then to ccmeentratlon caape under the ruse of 
"poor reliability". The reasons for these arrests were to obtain aore housing for 
the military and to keep the "politically unreliable" distant fron the new M10->15*s. 

The airfield was finally coapleted and accepted in the first quarter of the 
calender year 1954. 

B. Cross Training into the MX0-l$*s. 

The cross training begtfi in May 1951 and constituted the initial working 
phase of the division. In the first group of trainees were those persons IH 
selected for division coasand positicNDS. The training Itself was divided into 
two (2) categorlest 

1. Theoretical Training* which begm about Hay 1951 and lasted about three 
(3) nonths. It was conducted by Soviet advisors with the aid of interpreters and 
through the use of Soviet regulations* directives* and wall charts. Upon eo^>letion 
of the theoretical phase «r examination had to be passed by the students. The 
results of the exaninations were evaluated by a board headed by Brigadier General 
HAZI* SAHTX>R* at that time Commander of the Ihsigarian Air Force. Other board s 
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mesibeni M«r«i th« staff of HAT Headktttartonif Mvoral Soviet edvisonif end eone of 
the Soviet Instroetore* Upon oovpletlon of tb» exen a log me prepared on the x 
reeulta achieved by the student in eash subject. Based on these logs* sal HAF 
order uas issued whieh suthorissd by nans those students allot«ed to participate in 
the actual cross training on the M10-»15. Pilots who did not obtain a passing 
score in mny one or acre of the subjects were re-assigned to auxiliary courses and 
re-exaodned tqwn coi^letion of such eourse(s}« The cosssander of the first training 
course was Lieutenant Colonel MEZOFI* ISTTAN* who ales was 66th division coraiander 
at that tins* Umdbmn of the training staff weret Major EOHIa HLEK| Captain 
IVAN, T)F;ZS0| captain !!AGTKASI, Jm)| Lieatenant PAAR* FERERCZi VSgb S1RAK« G' ZA/ 
M/Sgt BPUKE, SANTCRI Senior Ueutenant KOPURTI, I3TVAK| Ueutenant TURKSAKTIi 
K^gt GROSS* JOZSEP* and others. Biogra^Mleal data <mi the above-nentioned persons 
can be fotaid either in IR-1201-57 or later in this report under paragraphs IV C» 
and VII* below. 

2. Actual Flight Training (MlO-15)* which began in July 1951 in

The pilot had to obtain a grade of at least "good** equivalent to our "C" school 
grades. Then the slsnlatod flight was "plsyod" on the ground ^outside on the 
airfield. Next* the pilot* while blindfolded* had to pass a cockpit chock* i.e.* 
point to all instruamte# controls* and levers. Finally he had to prsflight ths 
aircraft fioa ths cockpit while blindfolded.
